18. (twice amended) A method for inhibiting the degradation of p53 protein comprising 
administering to a cell a vector comprising a nucleic acid encoding a protein or 
polypeptide, wherein the protein or polypeptide is an inhibitor of the activity of calpain, 
and wherein the encoded protein or polypeptide inhibits the activity of calpain upon its 
expression in the cell, thereby effecting the level of p53 protein, wherein the vector is 
selected from, the group consisting of an adenoviral vector, a retorviral vector, a plasmid. 
and an AAV vector . 
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
